Narrative of Seaman Kelly, a Sur- 
vivor of the Vera Cruz, 


- 


His Sufferings and Perils Before He 
Reached Land in Safety. 


Special tothe Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, September 11.—Six survivors 
of the Vera Cruz disaster arrived here to-day. 
Seaman Kelly tel!s the following story of the 
finol scenes on the doomed ves:- 
sel: At 6 0’ clock a tremen- 
dous sea seemed to riseup above us 
about midships on the port side, and, coming 
aown onthe vessel, crushed us like an egg 
shell. Our upper works, midship. house, 
went like paper boxes. Our decks were 

TORN INTO PIECES 
ten or fifteen feet large. The ship did not 
even sigh or work, but was apparently just 
smashed into a million fragments and was 
hurled off into the sea tifty feet and rose to 
the surface near a piece of hurricane 
deck which I got hold of, when it turned over 
onme. I worked hard to get from under it, 
and inthe struggle was struck upon the 
head and arms severely. When I 
at Jas’ aros? to the sur’ace 
my shirt and pants were nearlv stripped from 
me, but,l htid on to the piece of wreck for 
about an hour, whenin one of the evolutions I 
LOST MY HOLD, 
and although I was a pretty good swimmer, 
and was working for my life, | could not re- 
gain it. 1 succeeded, however, in getting 
onto ene of the covers between the deck 
hatches, but it Was £0 small 
that it sunk under me and I 
was compelled to seek for something else. I 
saw a paint skid near me, and letting goof 
the hatch, ]swamtothe skid. This had a 
piece of rope attachedto it, and I made my- 
self fast to it, and so floated for the baiance of 
the day and through 
THAT TERRIBLE NIGHT. 
How many times I was washed off I cannot 
tell. When I first got on it 1 aided the 
deck-boy, George Smitb, to get to the 
opposite end of the same 0»plank, 
but he was soon washed off. I saw him later 
on another piece of wreck,but he lasted but a 
few moments, when, letting zo, he sank 
TO RISE NO MORE,

The t«ain wrecked was 
the New York express, due at Terre Haute 
ati:5S a.m. It is very fast,and was east 
bound at the time of the disaster. 
At Mattoon a telegram was received from 
the conductor ofthe west-bouna freight No. 
10, giving warning of an attempt to throw the 
train from the track with boards placed across 
the same. A switchtrain goes out every night 
to assist No. 10 up the steepgrade. At Sand- 


ford it encountered some boards on the track, 
which had been taken up from the crossing 
west of St. Mary’s. The engine brushed the 
obstruction, but it was considered significant, 
and the fact was telegraphed the east-bound 
passenger train. Wm. White, engineer, was, 
therefore, locking out for something when he 
came down the grade between Sandford and 
St. Marys, but no boards were encountered. 
The wretches had pianned much more skillful 
ambushand ina diilerent place. The point 
selected is a trestle over a narrow gulch some 
thirty feet -deep and fifty wide, 
wkere the third rail, west of 
the trestle on the south side of the track was 
taken up and moved in about two inches. 
When Engineer White noticed the change in 
the track he was too close tostop, but with 
perfect presence of mind pulled open the 
trottle totbe last notch and made the engine 
jump at a furious speed, and in this manner 
the epgine,baggage car and two coaches clear- 
ed the hollow. The Horton’ chair 
car and sleeper were left balanced 
on the stringers of the trestle. The 
engine ran up the track about a bun- 
dred feet and stopped without upsetting. 
Morris was seated in the smoking car on the 
coal box. A passenger asked him how far it 
was to Terre Haute? He replied tothe ques- 
tion, and stooped to open the stove door, 
when the car gavea violent lurch forward, 
overturned, and, heading against the bank, 
was burst in at the end, and Morris was ter- 
ribiy injured aboutthe head and bruised in 
other parts of the body. He died in a few 
minutes. The fireman was not hurt. The 
engineer escaped with painful cuts on the 
hands. There were seventy-five passengers on 
beard. The company are in possession of 
facts which may lead to the capture of the 
Villains who were the cause of the accident. 

Another account says that at the time of the 
accident Mr. Morris was seated in the front 
seat of the smoking-car, immediately behind 
a highly-heated stove. The shock threw him 
over the stove and between it and the wood- 
box, and at the same time the car, which had 
run off the track, plunged into a high 
embankment, crushing his body into an 
almost shapeless mass, and holding it in 
direct contact with the red-hot 
stove, burning it horribly. Death must have 
been almost instantaneous. Assoon as the 
frightened train-men could recover their sen- 
ses they set to work to get Mr. Morris’ body 
from the wreck, but so tightly was it wedged 
in that axes had to be used to cut it out. It 
was taken to Terre Haute and dressed, where 
Undertaker Kregelo, who had been sent for, 
took charge of it and brovghtit to this city 
yesterday evening.

AGE AND INTELLECT. 


The Period at Which Great Minds 
Reach Maturity. — 

- From the Boston Courier. 

‘*The richer a nature,’’ says Carlyle, ‘‘the 
harder and slower 1's development. Two boys 
were once of a class iu the Edinburgh Gram- 
mar School; John ever trim, precise and dux:, 
Walter ever slovenly, confused and dolt. In 
due time John became Baillie John of Hunter 
Square, and Walter became Sir Walter Scott 
of the Universe. The quickest and completest 
of all vegetables is the cabbage.’’ This slow- 
ly-developed “Sir Walter Scott ofthe Uni- 
verse’? was thirty-four when he made 
his first draft of ‘‘Waverley,’’ and 
forty-three when he re-wrote and pub- 
lished it. Nearly every one of those tales 
which conferred immortality upon him was 
composed after he had reached the age of 
forty-six. He wrote the ‘*‘Heart of Mid- 
Lothian’’ at forty-seven; the ‘‘ Bride of Lam- 
mermoor,’”’ **A Legend of Montrose’’ and 
**Tvanhoe’’ at forty-eight; the “‘Pirate’’? and : 
‘*Peveril of the Peak” at tifty; the **Tales of 
the Crusaders’ at tifty-four, and the **Chron- 
icles of the Canongate’’ at fifty-seven. 4 

Carlyle was forjy-two when he published 
the ‘*French Revolution,’’ the first work of 
his to which he formally put his name. ‘The 
publication of this work was, itis true, delay- 
ed, owing tothe burning of the MS. of one 
volume through the carelessness of Mrs. Tay- 
lor,to whom it had been loaned by John 
Stuart Mill; but if that mishap had not occur- 
read . Carlyle would have been over 
forty before his work could 
have appeared. His “Cromwell” was 
published when he was fifty; the first two 
volumes of his **Frederick the Great,’? when 
he was sixty-three, another two when he was 
sixty-seven, andthe last two when he was 
sixty-nine. Swift was fifty-nine when he 
published ‘*Gulliver’s Travels, ’’ and certain- 
ly did no work on it before he was ftifty-sev- 
en. Tennyson had reached iifty when his 
firstidyls, **Kknid,” “‘Elaine,’’ **Vivien” and 
**Guinevere,” were published, and wasfabout 
sixty-two when he completed the series with 
“Gareth and Lynette.’’ Macaulay was forty- 
eight when he issued the first and second vol- 
umes of bis **History of Ienzland,’’ and the 
third and fourth didnot appear tit! he was 
fiftv-five. Goodasarethe esaysofhis early 
maphood, they pale when compared with this 
work of his mature years. 

Jobn Stuart Mill was fifty-three when his 
essay “On Liberty’’ was published, and fifty- 
six when he gave us that on **U cilitarianism.”’ 
Milton was certainly more than fifty-four 
wken he began to compose his ‘‘ Paradise 
Lost.’’? He was fifty-nine when he sold it to 
Simmons, the bookseller. George Eliot com- 
posed **‘Mid@emarch” between the age of 
forty-six and fifty-one, anc since then **ian- 
iel WPeronda.’ Bacon was ftifty-nine before 
he published his great work, “The Novum 
Organum.’’ Cowper was over tifty wien he 
wrote *‘Johbn Gilpin’? and the *‘Task;’’ and 
Defoe fifty-eight when he published **Robin- 
son Crusoe.’? Darwin published his “Origin 
of,Species’? when fifty, and his **Descent of 
Man’’ when sixty-two. Grote wrote the 
largest part of bis *‘History of Greece” be- 
tween the ages of fifty-two and sixty-two.and 
Hallam occupied hezrly the same period of 
life with his “Introduction to the Literature 
of EKurope.’’ The two works by which Thom- 
as’ Hood bas survived the grave, ‘’The Bridge 
of Sighs’’ and ** The song of the Shirt,” were 
composed when he was forty-six. and ona 
sick-bed from which he never rose. 

Longfellow gave us“ Iliawatha’’ when foriy- 
eight, **Tales of a Wayside Inn’? when 
tifty-six, and since then has been as prolific 
as he bas been excellent. We ueed onty men- 
tion his transiation of Dante's “Divina Com- 


The Son of Chief Joseph Shooting 
Nickels and Glass Balls. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

Glass-ball shooting and various other exhi- 
bitions of skillful manipulation of parlor 
rifles are at present attracting considerable 
attention both in Europe and the Unitea 
States, and the telegraph reports almost daily 
some wonderful achievement, so that the 
sport has received fresi impetus on our coast, 
and has been attended with, some really good 
shootipg, particularly in the case of Otto, a 
son of Joseph, the Nez Perces chief. <A rep- 
resentative of the Call availed himself of an 
invitation extended by Capt. McDonald to 
witness an exhibition of fancy shooting by 
his ward. and was amply rewarded, as the 
following will attest. It may be well to 
state that the scene of operations wasa room 
sparsely lighted and the general circumstances 
rather unfavorable for successful shooting. 
Theincidentals forthe shooting exhibition 
consisted of a triangular wood frame, at the 
apex of which a biil-poster, representing the 
figure of a man, had been pasted, a piece of 
giass about one inch square inserted for an 
eye, and at the other corners of the triangle a 
set of brass knobs were inserted in the frame. 
Qn eitber side, above and below, slanting 
iron plates were fixed to cross bars, and num- 
bers of glass balls hung at various distances 
from cach other. Atthe backof the appara- 
tus a gong occupied a central posilion. The 
first experiment consisted of blindfold shoot- 
ing. A nickel five cent piece was giued 
to the figure, and the young sharpshooter, 
b indfoilded, turned around 1m_ various 
directions, and was finally placed ina direct 
linc of the object with a rifle minus a sight, 
and ata distance of some twenty-five fect. 
The first shot sent the nickel tiying around 
the room, and gn examination an indentation 
wis found on its very edge. ‘lhe second test 
consisted of placing asmall piece of tiated 
paper on the glass used as an eye for the fig- 
ure, and then placing a large piece of card- 
board in front of and touching it so that it 
was completely hidden from view. The 
shooter was again blindfolded, and the first 
shot shattered the glass,the bullet having 
passed tprough the very center of the tinted 
paper. There were various other tests, such 
as breaking three swinging balls by one shot 
and breaking a ball placed immediately be- 
hind the attendant, the ball, owing to pre- 
vious contact with the brass Knobs orirona 
plates, taking a circuitous course.

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Walking on the Water.

Evidently the feat of walking on water is 
somewbat new in many places, but in Wau- 
psca it is frequently witnessed without much 
demonstration. In this city resides a young 
Dane by the name of Martin Hanson, as much 
cfanatural genius as ever Is seen; in fact, he 
is almesta second Darius Green. Last sum- 
mer among his new productions was a pair of 
‘‘water skates,’’ as he called them. Thev 
were made of half-inch wood, in the shape of 
a long, air-tight box, say one hundred taches 
long, six inches broad and six inches thick.

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FARM MANAGEMENT. 


Suggestions Which Willi Enrich- 
‘the Wise Agricuiturist. 


A Lean Breed ‘of Hogs Demanded—An 
Agricaltural Creed—Bee Products— 
Feeding New Corn—Re¢eipts. for 
Housekeepers, Etc., Etc. 


Some of our Eastern exchanges are talking 
abouta new departure in swine husbandry. 
They want a breed that will give less fat and 
more lean meat. 

Well, now, our Eastern brethren need not 
be at the trouble and expénse and delay of or- 
iginating a new breed of swine to. meet this 
demand. It will take years to change any of 
our well-established breeds back to the old 
woods hog. The short cut for these lean men 
is to send an order to the mountain regions of 
Kentucky or Tennessee, where the swine 
make their own living. The per cent of lean 
is largely in excess of the fat in these mast and 
grass fed pigs. They are travelers too. It is 
rot improbable that they could travel from 
Kentucky to Albany in thirty days, and lose 
no fat. On their arrival they would be lean 
enough tosuit the most inveterate fat hater, 
and the muscle would be welldeveloped. We 
suw afew droves of these quick-stepping, up- 
headed pigs coming into Cincinnati last sea- 
son, and, strange tosay, they brought a high- 
er price than some of the smoothest, fattest 
pigs from Ohio and Indiana. “The latter had 
broad backs, deep sides, deep hams, small 
beads and sbort legs—in fact, there was a low 
per cent of offal. The Ientucky pigs had 
long heads, long necks, long legs, light hams 
and thin shallow sides, and the percent of 
cffal was immense. Yet they made fancy lit- 
tie hams and thin bacon. 

Tbe demand for lard has declined with the 
increased production of coal oil. The latter 
bas in a measure superseded lard oil. In oth- 
er words petroleum products have superseded 
laad and its products. 

The thing for farmers in Obio and Indiana, 
lilixois and lowa te do, in view of the new 
concitions of the pork market, is to put their 
bogs onthe market before they are as fat as 
they con be made. ‘Tke greatest profit in 
swire feeding is in the first 260 or 590 pounds. 
The first 200 pounds can be made for three 
cents a pound with more clear profit to the 
fs;jmerthanthe second 200 pounds. It is 
nore profitable to sell seven months pigs 
veighing 200, than fifteen montbs pigs that 
will weigh 400 pounds. It requires more corn 
to make a pound of pork after hogs have been 
fe d tive weeks than when fed one or two weeks. 
(,rass-fed hogs can be made protitably fat in 
fc ur weeks of liberal corn feeding. We must 
adjust our feeding to suit the markets which 
consume our pork, Boston wants smaller, 
lcaner pork than the Seutb, and that Yankee 
city boughtof the West last year 2,281,002 
hees. Hereis a growing market for light hog:, 
aid iftbe new departure men would begin to 
uiake up a new breed of hogs, we have only to 
cLenge our method of feeding less corn and 
wiore grass, and shipping at an earlier age to

The habit of laying oa fat has be- 
cc nie so Well established among swine bred 
aid fedintbe corn-growing States, that it 
wil) require skillfui feediang to correct or mod- 
i.v the babit or tendency. This can be done 
i) a change of feed aud by a judicious selec: 
tonof the breeders from the herd. In dis- 
iricts where peas and oats can be produced as 
cheapiv as corn the breeders have favorable 
‘ordiiions for the experiment. Instead of 
weeding corn alone, atanearly age, iet oats 
utd peas be fed. As soon as pigs can do well 
on grass let only grassand oats be fed. It 


| will be seen the first season that the pizs have

offat. A few weeks’ feeding of corn to pigs 
‘hus raised will produce an article of pork 
that will suit the Eastern and English buyers 
better than bogs fed wholly oncorn. Shail it 
be the Eastern or Western farmers who will 
first acjust their methods of feeding to the 
demands of trade? 
AN AGRICULTURAL CREED. 

According to the Canada Farmer, tbe ayri- 
culturists of Canada met in convention not 
long ago, and adopted for themselves the fol- 
lowing creed: ‘*‘We believe in small farms aid 
thorough cultivation; we believe that the soil 
lives to eat, as well as the owner, and ouvht, 
therefore, to be well manured; we believe in 
voing to the bottom of things, and, therefore, 
deep plowing, and enough of it, all the better 
if it be a sub-soil plow; we believe in large 
crops which leave the land better than they 
found it, making both the farm and the far- 
mer rich at once; we believe every farm should 
own a good farmer; we believe that the fer- 
tiiizer of any soil is aspirit of industry, enter- 
prise and intelligence: without these, lime, 
gypsum and guano would be of little use; we 
beiieve in good fences, good farm-houses, 
good orebards and good childrea enough to 
gather the fhuit: we believe in a clean kitch- 
en, aneat wife in it, a clear cupboard, a clean 
dairv and a clean conscience: we believe that 
to ask a man’s advice is not stooping, but of 
much benefit: we believe that to keep a place 
for everything, and everything in its place, 
saves many astep, andis pretty sure to lead 
io good tools and to keeping them in order; 
we believe that kindness to stock, like good 
shelter, is saving of fodder; we believe that it 
i. a good thing to keep an eye on experiments, 
aznd note all, good and bad; we believe that it 
ita good rute to sell grain when it is ready: 
we believe in producing the best butter and 
cheese, and marketing it when it is ready.’’ 

: LIKE PRODCCES LIKE. 

Many years ago, and in a period of our az- 
ricuitural history when new varieties of any 
farm crop were extremely rare, an observant 
furmer of Pennsylvania. acting on the princi- 
ple that perfect grain could only be insured 
by using perfeet seed, originated a superior 
variety of wheat, which he named ‘‘bvarre! 
wheat.’”’ This he did by holding the sheaves 
of wheat in his hands by the butts and beat- 
ing the tops overa barrel. The large, plump, 
perfect grains would fly out and none others. 
This wheat was used as seed, and the same 
practice to procure seed being followed a few 
years produced what seemed to be a new va- 
riety of wheat, but what was only the result 
of a practical appiication of the natural law of 
selecting the fittest. This anecdote is a prac- 
tical illustration of using none but the very 
best for seed. Unripe small! potatoes are un- 
fitfor seed; neither are overgrown, hollow 
tubers. The former are weak ana imperfect: 
the latter, jike all abnormal monsters, are un- 
healtby. ‘ 

THE INDUSTRIOUS BEE, 


There are 2,000,000 beehives inthe United 
States. Every hive yields, on an average,a 
little over twenty-two pounds of honey, which 
is sold at twenty-five cents a pound. Sothat, 
after paying for their own board, our bees 
present us with a revenne of $8,800,000. To 
reckon another way, they makeaclear gift 
of one pound of ar honey to every map, 
woman and child in the vast domain of the 
United States. In 1860, over 22,333,342 
pounds of wax was made and given to us by 
these industrious workers. An agricultural 
exchange says the keeping of bees is one 
of the most profitaple investments that le 
can make of theirmoney. The profits a g 
from the sales of surplus honey average from 
fifty to 200 per cent of the capital invested. 


FEEDING NEW CORN, 


Now is the time to feed new corn to the pigs 
and-to keep it far from the horses that have 
been accustomed to dry feed. Many farmers 
are now outof old corn, and begi : 

new corn to their horses, and, we add 
begin to have horses with colic. If one hasa 
horse that he is feeding like an ox or pig, Just 
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to fatten him, it may do to feed him new corn, 
provided heis not put at any hard work. 

But now, more can be made out of corn fed 
tohogs than at any othermtime. The condi- 
lions of feed and weather are especially fa- 
vorable for making cheap pork. If the corn- 
stalks are green, and the ears well filled, it is 
in prime condition to feedto hogs. They 
will eat it all, and thrive rapidly. The corn 
crop is promising... Cheap corn makes cheap 
poik. New corn is the cheapest, and warm 
weather is most favorable for laying in fat. 


THE TURNIP FLY. 


The early sown turnips have been badly 
damaged by the dry weatherand the fly.. The 

late rains will check the ravages of the fly and 
| quicken the growth of the turnips. The Eag- 

lish farmers have found that sulphur and 
ground bone mixed, seven parts of the for- 
mer to one hundred of the lattter, and al- 
lowed to ferment. before sowing on turnip 
land, will check and prevent ravages of the 
fiy and benefit the growth of the turaips. 

FUNGUS IN CELLARS, 

Dog days, we hope, are nearly at an end for 
this season. Manycellarsand damp rooms 
are covered with mould.or fungus. Sulphur 
is death to it. Horticuiturists know its value 
as a destroyer of fungoid growth inthe green- 
houses. But there are thousands of cellars 
that need the fumes of sulphur worse than do 
the green-houses. Before vegetables or fruit 
are placed in the cellars that mould every- 
thing speedily the place should be fumigated 
with sulphur. Take some stick sulphur and 
burn in a pan or old kettle, first having shut 
up doors and windows of tle cellar and open- 
ed the doors and windows of the rooms above. 
Repeat this every three months, and the cel- 
lars will be free from fungus, and many in- 
secis that live in such an atmosphere. 


FASHION IN WOOL, 


That the prices of « staple like wool should 
be greatly influenced by fashion seems as im- 
provable at first glance as that fashions shade 
the color of cattle and pigs. Ashort time ago 
prices were so ruled by fashion tifat long or 
combing wool brought better prices than the 
tine wools. This year, however, the fashions 
have changed, and manufactures are neglect- 
ing the long wools and iaguiring for the fin- 
er grades. 

The change has come so suddenly tbat pro- 
ducers have bad no warning, and breeders, 
who by careful selection had brought their 
flecks up to a high standard of excellence, now 
fird that their rarest fleeces bring only a piti- 
ful sum. 

Ail wools, however, are too low. Manufac- 
turers have wanipulated the inarkets shrewd- 
ly, and reguilatea their purchases with great 
caution. Onthe other hand, farmers have 
shown unusual pluck in holding on to their 
+ woo). The prices paid have not moved the 
mass Of wool out of the proaucers’ hands. 
We bope such pluck may meet a good reward. 
The prices of woolen fabrics will justify bet- 
ter prices for wool. As it is an article which 
keeps well, and since the crop is not so sen- 
sitive to a good or bad season as is the wheat 
crop, farmers are already thinking of holding 
over. 

If the fashion once comes in that farmers 
Will not all seil at once, then we may expect 
greater uniformity in the prices of wooi and 
all farm produce. 

We sympathize with those who advise 
farmers to hold on to their woo! until prices 
advaLce.

A New York man purchased over 50,600 
acres of Jand at the tax sales in Atascosa coun- 
tv, Texas.

The following statement is given as 
illustrative of the enormous scale in which 
sheep farming is conducted in Australia: At 
Burrawang, one of Messrs. Edols & Co.’s sta- 
tions in New South Wales, the past season’s 
shearing lasted ten weeks, and was finished 
the first week in December, by which time 
| 206,115 sheep had been deprived of their 

fleetes. To dothe work a hundred shearers, 

in addition tothe station hands, were emplov- 
ed, and in a sinvle day as inany ds 8,31 sheep 
shorn. The aggregate yield was 2,515 bales 
of dumped wool, each bale averaging 375 
pounds in weight, so the gross weight of the 
station fleeces was no less than 466 tons. The 
fleeces of the rams averaged § 1-2 pounds; of 
the wethers, 6 1-2 pounds, and of the breed- 
ring ewes and lambs 3 pounds 1) ounces: the 
uverage wei ht of each of the 206,213 fleeces, 
of which 54,000 were taken off lambs. being 
only an ounce under 5 pounds.

Our native 
Catawaba makes a good preserve; wash and 
allow to ones piek carefully, rejecting the 
bad ones. To every pound of grapes take 
one-half pound of white sugar: use no wa- 
ter: put grapes first in pan, then layer of su- 
gar, then layer of grapes: cook slowly on a 
moderate fire; stir continually and strain 
ores asieve when hot; putin airetight 
vessels.

ry is not liked; when it has beén boiled for 
ten minutes, skim and pass through 39 sieve, 
using amasher to render the vegetables into 
a pulp. 

TO PICKLE PEACHES, PLUMS, AND PEARS. 
— Take of ripe peacnes, plums, pears or ap- 
les; seven pounds of sugar; one quart of vine 
ezar, and one eunce of mixed spices; put the 
sugar and vinegar together, and pour over 
the fruit, allowing it to stand until tbe next 
morning, when repeat this process, strain- 
ing the juice of the fruit, letting it come to 
the boil, and continue to do so for four morn- 
ings; then add spices, and put over the fire, 
and cook very slowly until they look rich and 
clear. Pears should be boiled in water until 
vou canruu a broom whisk through them. 
Quinces are also delicious when preserved in 
this manner. 


FALL FASHIONS. 


What the Dear Women are Expected 
to Wear.

Plush is the material to be used in fall mil- 
lineyy. True enough, we shall see bonnets 
covered with velvet, but for one of these,there 
will be many composed of plush; a compro- 
mise being sometimes made by combinations 
of both, as, for example, where the crown 
and sides of the bonnet are of velvet and the 
brim of plush, or where the bonnet is made 
of velvet the trimming is largely of plush. 
When we remember furthermore that nota 
few of the pew bonnets and many ofthe hats 
are quite large, it will readily appear that 
the employment of an essentially heavy ma- 
terial is not calculated to produce_an effect 
of subtraction fromsize but rather an adii- 
tion to it. This is certainly the case, and 
such results are not counteracted by plush 
caught up in bows or tied under the chinia- 
similar fashion as is now and then to be ob- 
served. 

Flowers are almost ignored by exclusive 
nilliners, and in their place we see heads and 
breasts of the Impeyan pheasant or rich-toned 
lofofere plumage that is in keeping with pres- 
ent ideas which tend toward deep harmonies 
of coloring. The few flowers imported are 
very heavy, and combined with large thick 
velvet leaves. But so seldom is a floral 
garniture of any kind to be noticed 
tbat the. subject does not com- 
mard attention. Ostrich feathers. are 
extremely fashionable. In rich abundance | 
they do duty as the’ sole ornameniation for | 
plush hats or bonnets, sweeping around the | 
outside or placed under wide, rolled-up 
brims, while coquettish additions of varie- | 
gateditipsin clusters are united with soft 
Surah silk or a stylish variety of ribbon. 
Sometimes the Ostrich feather is uniform in 
color, but as often, perhaps, is attractive by 
reason of unique ideas in the way 
of sbading. Frequently the stem 
and lower portion of the feather is white 
orisapale shade, while above it is irregu- 
larly dyed in deep garnet, old gold, etc. 
Ribbons are of diflerent widths, but there is 
an evident tendency toward the use of such 
as are quite wide—much more so than forn- 
erly. Elegant ribbons are of unusual width, 
and exquisitely wrought in tulip patterns, 
imitating antique Gobelin tapistry. Nothing | 
more beautiful can be imagined. 
And here we observe remarkable 
fertilitv of invention In the way of color, 
since although acertain conformitv of pat- 
tern and style is preserved. yet the limitations 
as to colorings, Whether light or dark, are 
very great. In quite opposite style, vet equal- 
ly bandsome, are ribbons which are not go | 
wide and are self-colored, these being woven | 
in close floral patterns which display delicate. | 
ly-shaped rose-buds and leaves that bring up | 
remembrances of auld lang syne,and this with 
reason, Since they are reproductions of long- 
forgotten patierns.
